Massive Crowd Greets Citizen Nixon

Calif. (UPI) — Richard M. 
Nixon came home to his 
native California a private 
citizen 
Friday 
to 
a 
tumultuous welcome from 
an airport crowd of more 
than 5.000 who wept and 
cheered and then broke into 
an impromptu singing of 
“God Bless America.” 
Nixon appeared buoyant 
and bouncy and broke into 
smiles at the enthusiasm, of 
his supporters at the El Toro 
Marine Air Station where his 
Air Force jet Spirit of ‘76 lan­ 
ded after a transcontinetal 
flight 
during 
which 
the 
presidency changed hands. 
“Having completed one 
task does not mean that we 
can just sit here in the won­ 
derful climate of California 
and do nothing.” he .said in a 
brief address on the runway 
apron. 
“I am going to continue to 
work for peace. 1 am going 
to continue 
to work for 
opportunity and prosperity 
in this country.” 
Then, with his wife. Pat. 
his daughter. Tricia. and her 
husband. 
Edward 
Cox. 
Nixon 
boarded a Marine 
helicopter for the short flight 
to his oceanside villa home 
where he apparently plans to 
stay for an indefinite time. 
Also traveling with him 


were press secretary Ronald 
L. Ziegler and Stephen Bull, 
his appointments secretan’. 
Daughter 
Julie 
and 
her 
husband, David Eisenhower, 
remained in Washington to 
supervise packing of the 
remainder 
of 
the Nixon 
effects. 
There was a crowd of 
about 150 to 200 persons at 
the gate leading to the home 
at San Clemente with signs 
saying: 
“Welcome Home, 
Mr. President.” No one was 
allowed inside the compound 
except for a few friends. 
At Nixon’s request, the El 


Toro base was open to the 
public for the first time in all 
the dozens of arrivals and 
departures he had made as 
President. 
Tricia, dressed in a wispy 
summer dress of yellow, 
stood with her father at the 
microphone as he spoke. 
Mrs. Nixon, in pink and 
white. 
stood 
in 
the 
background. 
A number of people wept 
openly. Others waved tiny 
American flags. 
Nixon said that in a .sense 
“We have never left home.” 
He referred to his many 


trips abroad and the people 
he had visited and said, 
“They have dreams for their 
children just as we have for 
ours and above all they want 
for their children to live in a 
world of peace.” 
When Nixon finished, a 
section of the crowd broke 
into “God Bless America” 
and the former President 
broke into a wide grin and 
waved his arm although he 
did not flash the familiar 
“V” victory sign.

When Gerald R Ford took 
the oath of office Friday to 
become the nation’s 38th 
President, it was the first 
time in history a President 
was not elected either to that 
office or as vice president. 
But research by The Mer­ 
cury revealed an abundance 
of “firsts” for the new chief 
executive, including: 
First vice president to 
become President while the 
former holder of that office 
was still living. 
• First President from 
Michigan. 
• First President bom in 
Nebraska. 
• First President w ho ser­ 
ved 25 years in the House. 
• First vice president 
selected by an incumbent 
president. 
• First President named 
Gerald. 
He also is only the second 
Republican vice president to 
rise to the top post, and he 
soon will become the first 
non-elected President to 
appoint a vice president.

WASHINGTON ( UPI ) — President Font will not 
tape 
record 
White 
House conversations, 
press 
secretary Jerry ter Horst said Friday. 
TerHorst’s announcement came shortly after White 
House lawyers —in their final act for Richard M, Nixon 
as President —disclosed that one of Nixon’s missing 
Watergate tapes had been found and that another sub­ 
poenaed conversation was only half recorded because 
the tape ran out. 
“Tapes will not be used in the Ford administration.” 
terHorst said in his first news briefing, held three 
hours after Ford’s inauguration. 
Asked about the change of presidents would affect 
the disposition of Nixon's subpoenaed tapes and. 
documents, terHorst replied: “This question has to be 
answered by the President’s legal office.” 
He said all tapes from the Nixon administration 
—whether subpoenaed or not—were still in the custody 
of the President’s legal office. 
Ford has consistantly sided with congressional 
critics of Nixon's refusal to surrender subpoenaed, 
tapes and documents. Even as Nixon’s vice president, 
he urged that Nixon surrender the materials.

co-op has sued former

Nixon’s campaign trust for 
return of $100,000 given 
illegally in 1969, one of the 
co-op’s lawyers said Friday. 
Associated 
Milk 
Producers Inc. filed suit in 
U.S. District Court after 
months of trying unsuc­ 
cessfully to get the money 
refunded voluntarily, accor­ 
ding to attorney Sidney 
Harris. 
The 
co-op 
secretly 
delivered the money in cash 
to Nixon's chief fund-raiser. 
Herbert 
Kalmbach 
in 
August 1969 Kalmbach has 
testified that he mixed the 
$100,000 with leftover funds 
from the 1968 campaign 
The fund paid for such 
things as salaries for private 
eye Anthony J. Ulasewicz 
and 
campaign 
trickster 


Donald Segretti In 1972, 
Kalmbach transferred what 
was left into the Nixon re- 
election campaign. 
The co-op has stated that it 
originally gave the money 
from its political trust, but 
discovered that the gift 
violated the old law against 
single donations of more 
than $5:000, To cover that 
violation, the co-op then 
replaced the money with 
corporation funds, which 
cannot legally be used in 
federal campaigns. 
Several other 'Corporate 
gifts were refunded from lef­ 
tover Nixon campaign funds 
after it was disclosed that 
they were made illegally. 
However, in all previous 
cases the corporate money 
had gone directly into the 
Nixon finance committee 
and not through such a roun­ 
dabout route as the 1969 milk 
monev.

Three Union Army officers sat quietly in 
the room facing the three Southern officers. 
The battle of Prairie Grove had just been 
fought, and these men had been appointed 
on a commission to negotiate an exchange 
of prisoners. 
They were interrupted when an old far­ 
mer strayed into the room, thinking it was 
the provost's office. His eyes were poor, but

the presence of the Northern staff, he 
declared his loyalty to the Union One of the 
officers advised him to be cautious and 
pointing to the Southern officers, told him to 
look at them .

“ Who made the Bear and 
Orion, the Pleiades and the 
chambers of the South, . 
Chambers of the South? 
The Bear and Orion and the 
Pleiades 
are 
recognized, 
astronimical 
bodies, 
but 
what might the chambers of 
the South be? 
Explorer 
George 
Michanowsky thinks it may 
refer to the mighty explosion 
of a star in the constellation 
Vela in the southern sky. 
“ This 
explosion," says 
Michanowsky. 
“ has been 
postulated by astronomers 
as a result of their recent 


discovery 
of 
a 
pulsar, 
generally referred to now as 
V X E L A X ” 
A pulsar is a neutron star, 
the collapsed cinder left over 
from the explosion of a star. 
It sends out periodic pulses 
of radiation w hich scientists 
detect 
and 
measure in 
various regions of the spec­ 
trum 
such 
as 
the far 
ultraviolet and X-ray, and 
radio band. 
This pulsar, known for­ 
mally as PSR 0833-15. is 
described 
as 
a 
rapidly 
rotating, 
radio-emitting 
neturon star consisting of 
extremely 
dense 
matter 
produced by the collapse of 
the supernova. 
The 
possible 
Biblical 
reference to this pulsar ties 
in with Michanowsky's inter­ 
pretation 
years 
ago 
in 
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Bolivia of rock carvings, or 
petroglyphs, that he says 
may be early man’s drawing 
of the brilliant light in the 
sky that a supernova would 
produce. 
The most famous super­ 
nova was seen by Chinese 
astronomers in 1054. and 
recorded. It is now known as 
the Crab Nebula, 
In trying to trace the 
reference to chambers in 
Job. Michanowsky says he 
found an article written in 
1,903 by a, famous Italian 
astronomer, 
Giovanni 
Schiaparelli, in which the 
astronomer 
analyzes 
a 
reference to important con­ 
stellations, 
Briefly, 
this 
leads through various tran­ 
slations to reading "cham­ 
bers of the South” in such 
ways as “hidden mystery of 
the southern sky.”

The action focused on 
Hawthorne Avenue, a small,

ASKED COUNCILMAN 
R esidents there asked 
their councilman. Charles D. 
Gamer, Seventh W ard coun­ 
cil member, to have the 
two-way traffic restricted to 
one-way north. 
On the basis of that 
request Wood ring was assig­ 
ned to make a. study and 
provide his recommen­ 
dation. 
That recommendation was 
made available to all coun- 
cilmen this week. 
Wood ring listed 19 advan­ 
tages to changing the street 
to one-way and six disadvan­ 
tages. 
Yet in his conclusion

A meeting of the North 
Coventry Board of Township 
Supervisors, set for Monday 
night, was postponed until 
Aug. 
19.. officials said, 
because some office holders 
are on vacation. 


But when the August 
meeting finally does begin, 
according to Mrs. Rita 
Kohler, township secretan’, 
there will be an abundance 
of business for the super­ 
visors to act upon. 


Uppermost on. the list will 
be a proposed amendment to 
the North Coventry zoning 
ordinance w'hich will set 
aside certain areas of the 
township as “flood hazard” 
areas where building is 
prohibited. 


The amendment will be in 
conjunction with another 
t o w n s h i p 
o r d i n a n c e 
agreeing to set up such 
districts. That ordinance 
was adopted to make North 
Coventry residents eligible 
for federally-subsidized 
flood insurance. 


Another item the super­ 
visors will have to decide' 
will be aproposed amend­ 
ment to the zoning code to 
permit cluster development 
of certain sections, while 
maintaining the same den­ 
sity ratios.

“America is an exciting 
country. The people are 
warm and friendly.” 


“Everything is so rushed 
here. You run from one 
place to another with no time 
to see things.” 
“America is big and it is 
beautiful.” 
These are some of the 
comments of three students 
from Holland visiting the 
United States for the first 
time and staying at the home 
of Mr... and Mrs.. Paul Jude. 
152 Krepps Lane. North 
Coventry. 
The youths, who reside in 
Vlaardingen, Holland, speak 
English fluently and said 
they are eager to leam as 
much as possible about this 
country. 
The Jude’s daughter, Pat­ 
ti, a senior at Owen J. Rober­ 
ts High School , met the boys 
in Spain last summer w'hile 
on vacation. They became 


friends and she suggested 
the visit 
COULDN'T REFUSE 
“We couldn’t reíase an 
offer like that,” said John 
Soeters, who will enter 
auditor’s school in Rotter­ 
dam this fall. “America is so 
important in world affairs. It 
is a superpower and. I wan­ 
ted to see what it was like. I 
was expecting much from 
this country.” 
Soeters said, however, the 
first impression of America 
was somewhat less than 
ideal. “We arrived in New' 
York City and went to Port 
Authority bus terminal to 
come to Pottstown. While we 
were there, we were almost 
robbed,” he said. 
“A man started to move 
toward us. I could tell he 
wanted money and felt he 
wras a pocket robber. He 
came at us but a policeman 
arrived and he ran away.” 
Soeters said the incident 
did not discourage him and 
that the trip has gone 


smoothly since arriving in 
the Pottstown. area two 
weeks ago. 
Of Pottstow n. Soeters 
said, “ It is a nice place and 
seem s bigger than my 
hometown. Vlaardingen has 
80.000 people, far more than 
-Pottstown and yet here there 
is more room, and, larger 
houses.” 
Soeters said he and his 
friends have been guests at a 
number of parties and infor­ 
mal gatherings at the Jude 
home and that he has had a 
chance to talk with many 
people. 
“ American people are 
very warm once you get to 
know' them ,” he said. “It is 
difficult to communicate 
with them at first. I think 
they are less trusting than 
Europeans, They are more 
afraid. But, once you reach 
them, they open up and are 
most friendly.” 
VISIT PARK 
Kees Schotel, an education 
student at 
Rotterdam 


Institute, said one of the 
most rewarding parts of the 
trip was a three-day visit to 
Deer Lake State Park. 
Sullivan County. The outing 
was organized by Mr.. and 
Mrs, Jude and the group 
stayed in a cabin owned by 
S. Albert Kutz, president of 
Owen J. 
Roberts .School 
Board. 
Schotel 
said he was 
impressed by the mountains 
in the park. “ America is 
m uch 
m ore 
hilly than 
Holland which is quite flat," 
he said. “The mountains 
were fairly new' to me .and 
they were beautiful.” 
Schotel said he found a 
number of differences bet­ 
w een 
E u r o p e a n 
and 
American life styles. “You 
are m ore relaxed about 
some things, like when, you, 
eat meals. In Holland, there 
is a set time for lunch and 
dinner always but here you 
think nothing of eating i n ­ 
ner at 10 or 11 o'clock at 
night. 


“ You are far more rashed 
in other matters.. Like when 
you are sightseeing, you 
dash from one place to 
another. I enjoy a slower 
pace and can, linger over a 
sight for hours.” 
Hans Vat, a mathematics 
student at the University of 
Leiden, said he too has 
noticed differences between 
the culture of Europe and 
that of the United States. 
MORE CONSERVATIVE 
“America is more conser­ 
vative in many ways,” Vat 
said. “ In the male-female 
relationship, the man is 
always dominant here The 
wom an 
is alw ays the 
housewife. In Holland, there 
seems to be more equality in 
the family. There is also 
equal wages for men and 
women which is not always 
true here. ” 
Vat said Mr. and Mrs. 
Ju d e 
a re

officials at the center.

1 aw extends the 
protections of the national 
labor

workers of the nation’s 3.300 
non-profit hospitals but, 
A n th o n y 
B ra sa c c h io , 
managing director of the 
center, said Pennsylvania, 
state legislation already 
allows for this. 


“ The federal law was 
created, to overrule many 
s ta te s 
w hich prohibit 
organizing but Pennsylvania 
does not do this," Brasac­ 
chio said. 
“In fact, the state has a 
law' permitting non-profit 
hospital workers to organize 
so the new federal law will 
have very little impact.” 


ALREADY M EM BERS 
He added most workers at 
the center already are mem­ 
bers of Local 1199. National 
Union of Hospital and. Nur­ 
sin g 
H om e 
W orkers. 
E m p l o y e s 
i n 
t h e 
housekeeping, maintenance, 
laundry, and utility depart­ 
ment are in this category as

“ Besides doctors and

It is surely right to organize a 
plan of play at the start, but, as 
the hand progresses, one must 
stand ready to adjust that plan 
to new circumstances as they 
develop. 
Consider this deal where 
South won the diamond lead 
with the king and very sensibly 
led a club at trick two, suc­ 
cessfully finessing the jack. 
Then, imbued with the notion 
that dummy’s clubs were 'his 
main source of tricks, and 
lacking an entry to his hand to

repeat the finesse, South con­ 
tinued with the ace, hoping to 
catch the king. 
When the king did not fall, 
South played a third round of 
clubs to establish the suit. West 
won, led a diamond to the ace, 
and the contract went down one. 
Declarer scored six clubs and 
two diamonds; the defenders 
scored two aces, two diamonds 
and a club. 
South would have made the 
hand had he concentrated less 
on West’s holding the K-x of 
clubs and 
more 
on 
the 
possibility of West’s holding the 
K-x-x. South could have covered 
both possibilities by playing the 
king of spades at trick three, 
abandoning clubs for the nonce, 
Had he done that, he would have 
finished with at least nine 
tricks. 
If West took the ace and 
returned a diamond, South 
would have made twelve tricks 
by cashing his spades and 
repeating the club finesse. If 
West did not take the king of 
spades, South could guarantee 
nine tricks by reverting to 
clubs. 
It must be granted that the 
king of spades play at trick 
three is noc an easy play to think 
of — considering the powerfully 
magnetic attraction of dum 
my’s clubs — but it-is surely the 
right play. It has everything to 
gain, and nothing to lose.

Andre Thornton is one of the few bright notes in 
what is rapidly sinking into a dismal season for the 
Chicago Cubs . 
He is Phoenixville’s pride and joy, Chicago’s fir­ 
st baseman and a bona fide major league slugger. 
He is not, however, immune to the kind of things 
that have been happening to the Cubs this sum­ 
mer. 
Take, for instance, Wednesday night at the Vet. 
Before the Cubs, Phillies game, the Phoenixville 
Old-Timers presented their pride and joy with a 
stereo in recognition of his accomplishments. A 
real nice stereo. 
As if the 3-2 loss the Cubs pi inked away in the 
ninth inning wasn’t bad enough, Thornton finished 
the game to find the stereo missing. 
“It was in the back of a station wagon INSIDE 
the stadium,” Andy said the next day. 
“And somebody stole it on me.” 
“It was as big as this table,” he said, tapping the 
five-foot by three-foot stand where he was 
autographing baseballs. 
“Thunder” Thornton, as he is called by team­ 
mates, doubled in Tuesday’s game, tripled Wed­ 
nesday, and drove in the Cubs’ only run Thursday. 
And the Phillies swept all three. 
‘It’s been that kind of season for the Cubs. 
* * * 
“We’ve been losing a lot of tight games,” Andy 
said in the Cubs’ dressing room. If we’re going to 
win, we’ve got to start winning the tight games. 
“We’ve got to buckle down . . . if we’re going to 
make a run. " 
Then the Cubs, at least, believe they are still a 
contender in the National League East? 
“Anything can happen,” Andy answered. “If we 
do get hot, we’ll step back into it.”

Thornton, a three sport star at Phoenixville 
High, didn’t entertain any thoughts about playing 
pro ball until his last season of American Legion 
ball. 
He played in the Jon Matlack era, when Matlack 
was the object of every scout’s affection. Andy did 
not carry a Jon Matlack reputation. 
But in 1967, Thornton climbed the series of 
Legion all-star games. And as a 17-year-old, he, 
signed with the Phillies. 
Then there was that military obligation he had 
to fulfill, and there was the spector of Greg Luzin- 
ski as the Phils’ first baseman of the future. 
Although Andy hit well in the minors, there was 
no room at the top, and the Phils peddled him to 
the Braves. 
In Atlanta, Thornton never got a chance. 
“They wanted Mike Lum to play first,” Andy 
remembered. “He was an outfielder, caddying for 
Hank Aaron. I thought I would be the first 
baseman, but that’s not the way it worked out.” 
In the middle of the ’73 season, the Braves 
traded Thornton to the Cubs. “I was glad to get 
away from Atlanta,” Andy said. “I played well 
enough to be here (in the majors), I knew I was a 
big league ball player.”

Andy started this season as a pinch-hitter for 
Manager Whitey Lockman. A month before the 
All-Star break. Lockman gave Thornton his first 
real crack at a start ing position. 
First base has been his ever since, even with a 
managerial switch to Jim Marshall. 
“Jim told me I’d be playing first base from here 
on out.” Andy said. 
In his first 67 games, Andy collected 51 hits, 
among them 12 doubles and six homers. He drove 
in 27 runs and batted .307. 
When Thornton looks back now, he sees a fallacy 
that should be corrected. 
“I’d like kids to realize that they don’t need a 
whole lot of trophies and acclaim to get to the big 
leagues,” he said. 
Andre “Thunder” Thornton knows because he 
was there once. And now he’s a big leaguer.

Nixon's Words Apply to Immunity Question 


Chicago Daily News Service 


CHICAGO—The last issue to be decided 
before President Nixon slinks into the sun­ 
set is w hether he should be granted 
immunity from further prosecution. 
Many people favor the tough, unforgiving 
approach and think the book should be 
thrown at him. No man is above the law, 
and all those myths. 
Others believe that being driven from 
office and deprived of a hot-shot position in 
history is sufficient punishment. 
You can get some very persuasive 
argum ents for both positions, which makes 
it difficult to m ake up one's mind. 
F or ex am p le, t he best ha rd - nosed 
position can be stated this way: 
“ The price is a criminal penalty for 
disobeying the laws of the United States. 
C ertainly, 
I have sympathy for any 
individual who has made a mistake. We all 
make m istakes. But also, it is a rule of life, 
we all have to pay for our mistakes. . 
Anyone should pay for violating the laws.” 
Those are the words of Richard M. Nixon. 
Naturally, he wasn't talking about his 
own. im munity from, prosecution. He was 
talking about amnesty for draft resisters in 
Canada and our federal prisons. 
But I'm sure Mr. Nixon would agree that 
there is little difference between their 
amnesty and his immunity. In this case, the 
words m ean essentially the same thing. 
Both he and the draft resisters would like 
to avoid being punished for breaking laws of 
the United States. The draft resisters 
believe that what they did was right. Mr. 
Nixon also believes — or believed at the 
time — that the things he did were right, 
But since he was so flatly against 
amnesty for them, it is 'difficult to under­ 


stand how he could now favor amnesty for 
himself. 
He has often said that amnesty would be 
an “ insult” to those who fought in Vietnam. 
But wouldn't amnesty for Mr. Nixon be an 
“insult.” to Jeb Mag ruder. Charles Colson, 
John Ehrlichm an and all of those who so 
bravely lied to save Mr. Nixon’s hide, and 
got only prison sentences for their efforts? 
Somebody once suggested that amnesty 
be granted draft resisters if they agreed to 
serve for three years in something like the 
Peace Corps. 
Mr. Nixon put on his best sneer while 
answering that one. He said: 
“ Those who deserted must pay their 
price. And the price is not a junket in the 
Peace Corps or something like that." 
If Mr. Nixon believes that, he must also 
believe that those who violate an oath of 
office, and break the nation’s laws in the 
process, m ust also “pay their price.” 
And if their price shouldn't be “a junket.” 
then his price should not be a substantial 
pension for himself and his wife, and com­ 
fortable retirem ent at San Clemente. Key 
Biscayne, and Bebe Rebozo's yacht. “ Or 
something like that,” 
“ A m nesty m eans forgiveness.” Mr.. 
Nixon liked to say. “We cannot provide 
forgiveness for those who deserted their 
country.” 
Immunity would mean forgiveness, too. 
And should we provide forgiveness for those 
who lie to their country, and break the laws 
of their country? 
I could go on and on, using Mr. Nixon's 
own harsh and inflexible words against him. 
That's always easy to do with a hypocrite. 
But just as I think Mr. Nixon is mistaken 
about draft resisters. I think those who want 


him punished to the fullest are mistaken. 
For purely practical reasons, the faster 
the Nixon E ra is sneezed out of the public's 
head, the better off the country will be. And 
hauling him through the courts, and maybe 
into a prison, will accomplish, just the 
opposite. 
The only compelling argument I've heard 
for his prosecution — or a demand that he 
admit guilt before immunity be granted — 
is that it will convince the Nixon loyalists 
that he w asn't being framed, as they persist 
in believing. 
But I doubt that even his public con­ 
fessions would change the mind of anybody 
SO' knuckle - headed that today they cling to 
their faith in. his innocence. 
My personal reason for not wanting Mr. 
Nixon prosecuted is that he really didn’t 
betray the nation's trust all that badly. 
The country knew what it was getting 
when it m ade him President. He was elec­ 
ted by the darker side of the American con­ 
science. His job was to put the brakes on the 
changes of the 1960s — the growing belief in 
individual liberties, the push forward by 
m inority groups. He campaigned by 
appealing to prejudice and suspicion. What 
he and his followers meant by law and order 
was “ shut up.” 
So whose trust did he betray? Not that of 
those of us who never trusted him in the first 
place. 
Surely he didn't betray the trust of those 
who thought he was the answer. He was, 
indeed, their answer. 
They gave him their mandate. And all the 
things he did — the abuses of power to 
supress others — were logical extensions of 
that m andate, 
He did his job. Let him quit and go.

Then Ford, who likes a daily swim, noted that the 
press room was erected over what was the White 
House swimming pool. Smiling, he said he hadn't 
decided what to do about that.

“ I do look forward to working with you.” Ford said. 
“ We will have. I trust, the kind of rapport and friend­ 
ship w e’ve had in the past. And I don't ask you to treat 
me any better ... We will have an open, we will have a 
candid adm inistration. I can't change my nature after 
61 years.

The nation’s breadbasket 
was 
drenched 
with rain 
Friday, breaking a drought 
that has caused crop losses 
running into the billions of 
dollars. 
“The dry spell for this 
area is over.” Fred Ostby of 
the National Weather Ser­ 
vice said. ‘‘It looks like there 
are more opportunities for 
showers and thunderstorms 
t h r o u g h the plains down 
into Texas,.,.There’s now a 
lot of moisture available, 
and 
it 
looks 
good 
for 
additional rains.” 
Government and state of­ 
ficials, farm ers and ran­ 
chers assessed the situation, 
hoping that the moisture had 
come in time to salvage at 
least half the soybean and 
grain sorghum crops. 
Most 
of 
the 
drought-stricken 
states, 
including Kansas, Missouri. 
Illinois. Oklahoma, North 
and South Dakota, Texas, 
Nebraska and Ohio, have 
conceded that com crops 
were about lost. 
“ The rain should help the 
pastures and it could give 
the beans a boost but as far 
as the corn in the drought 
area, 
it

already 
damaged,” said Robert Wat­ 
son, chief of the administra­ 
tion 
division 
of 
the' 
Agriculture 
Stabilization 
and Conservation Service 
for Iowa. 
The drought, which some 
experts called the worst sin­ 
ce the Dust Bowl days of the 
1930s, already has caused 
crop losses of more than $10 
billion.

Home-Garden-Hobbies 
Weeder s Guide 
Camera Angles 


By EARL ARONSON 
AP Newsfeatures 
H ere is a hobby 
suggestion: Pressing and 
mounting native vegetation. 
The idea comes from 
Michigan State University 
horticulturists. First make a 
plant press from one-to 
two-inch strips of one-quar­ 
ter inch plywood. Use 8 to 12 
strips of wood for each side 
of the press. Standard size 
for a press is 13 by 18 inches. 
Make a frame, then nail or 
screw the strips one to two 
inches apart running both 
ways, on the inside of the 
frame. Repeat the process to 
make the other half of the 
press. To hold the press 
together attach two canvas, 
web or leather belts around 
the outside. 
Plants collected should in­ 
clude the roots, stems, 
leaves and flowers, and 
seeds if present. Plants with 
flowers are most desirable. 
If you collect trees, shrubs 
or o th er woody plants 
include a twig or small bran­ 
ch with 10 to 20 leaves, bark 
and flowers, fruits or .seeds. 
Plants should be pressed 
the day you collect them. If 
you can't, keep the plants in 
a p la stic bag in the 
refrigerator so that they will 
last overnight, or perhaps a 
few days. 
Remove all soil from roots 
and some»., of the stems, 
leaves, flowers, branches or 
roots before pressing, if you 
need to prevent crowding. 
Straighten and smooth the 
plant and place it between a 
folded single newspaper 


page. Then it is ready for the 
press. 
Place dryers, made from 
building felt, blotter paper 
or corrugated cardboard 
between each specimen. 
Change the dryers and 
newspaper daily for three or 
four days — longer for thick, 
leafy or succulent plants. 
Plants may be removed 
from the press in seven to 10 
days but keep them in 
newspaper until you are 
ready to mount them. 
If you, dry them, quickly 
and correctly, the plants will 
retain most of their natural 
color. If left in the damp 
newspapers and dryers too 
long, the plants will turn 
brown. 
You can use any heavy, 
white paper for mounting 
plants. Standard herbarium, 
mounting sheets may be 
bought, however. 
To mount, place narrow 
transparent tape across 
large stems and branches,.. 
The mount may be covered 
with any transparent plastic 
film. 
Self adhesive transparent 
films are available. 
Keep the mounts in a dark 
place, as they fade quickly in 
sunlight.

Par. of 
Science & Industry" is 
around the rim; the coin is 
too tiny to spell out “Liber­ 
ty" and “Parent." Below the 
portrait is the date. 
On the reverse is a crudely 
drawn eagle with outspread 
wings. “United States of 
America” is around the rim, 
and “Half Disme" (the old 
form of the word) is at bot­ 
tom. 
Half-dimes issued in 1795 
show a sharper-faced por­ 
trait facing right. “Liberty” 
is above her and the date is 
below; stars are along the 
side rims, 
The reverse’s new eagle is 
a bit more lifelike, standing 
with wings open as if about 
to take flight. A wreath 
surrounds the eagle, and 
national identification is out­ 
side the wreath. 
But the denomination, 
strangely, was dropped from 
the design. Only by size, 
metal, and weight could you 
identify this as a half-dime. 
In 1796 the Draped Bust 
design appeared, showing a 
slightly more rounded por­ 
trait facing right. The eagle 
is a trifle smaller, but this 
and the new- portrait were 
the only changes. 


Each new design, you'll 
note, is smoother, more 
lifelike, and artistically 
improved over the former 
one. 
Beginning in 1800 the 
Liberty head is a trifle 
smaller and more lifelike. 
T he 
re v e rse 
shows a 
“heraldic” eagle based on 
the nation's 'Great Seal. Has 
eagle wears a U. S. shield on 
its chest and holds in its beak 
a banner inscribed “ E 
Pluribus Unum.” Its talons 
hold arrows and an olive 
branch, and there are 13 
stars and an arch of clouds 
above its head. 
This design lasted through 
1805. The next type didn't 
appear until 1829. It shows 
John Reich's “Capped Bust' 
design, a somewhat plump 
Liberty bust facing left, 
wearing a liberty cap with 
“Liberty" on the headband 
The date is at bottom 'and 
stars line the side rims.

RETURN JOURNEY. By

It was back in 1932 that 
Kent “Pip” Stuart hurried 
from, his home in the small 
English seaside resort town 
of Rede 1 iffe Bay 'under a, 
cloud. Now more than 30 
years have passed and 
Stuart, who has found both 
fame and fortune during his 
long exile, has returned to 
his native grounds for the 
first time. 
As he wanders through the 
barely recognizable streets 


of the now swollen city. 
Stuart muses on the circum­ 
stances which drove -him 
from Redcliffe Bay. and R 
F Delderfield once again is 
spinning another of the 
engrossing yam s that won 
the late British writer an 
enthusiastic following in this 
country. 
As in his other novels, such 
as “Theirs Was the King­

Pip” is a photogra­ 
p h er’s a p p re n t i ce who 
dreams of getting out into 
the wide world and making a 
name for himself but has 
pretty much reconciled him­ 
self to marrying 18-year-old 
Esta Wallace and staying 
where he is. Then he meets 
Lorna. the beautiful and 
not-so-young wife of the local 
doctor, falls in love with her 
and sets out on a path that 
can only lead to disaster for 
all involved 
'Delderfield fans will need 
no urging to get this book. 
For those who haven’t yet. 
tried his novels, this is as 
good a place as any to start...

Hugh O’Brian: 
HonaWeek in Deepest Afrioi 
Changed My Life Forever

ne lazy Sunday afternoon back 
¡ in 1957, I read an article in 
“The Saturday Review” writ­ 
ten by Dr. Albert Schweitzer. It so im­ 
pressed me that I wrote him to ask if I 
could visit him in Africa. About three 
weeks later I got a cable inviting “Dr. 
O’Brian and party.” 1 don’t know what 
made him assume I was a doctor, but 
I wasn’t about to knock the only chance 
I thought I might have to see the fa­ 
mous humanitarian. 
A short time later I landed in Douala, 
Africa, where I was met by a German 
doctor wearing a pith helmet. He took 
me on a short flight in a single-engine 
plane to a grassy airstrip near Lamba- 
rene, where we transferred to a native 
dugout canoe. From there, in tropical 
heat that reached 115 degrees, we pad- 
^ jile d upriver. Besides the doctor and 
myself, there were six oarsmen, all 
wearing bandages on various parts of 
their bodies. They were lepers who con­ 
tributed their efforts to repay Dr. 
Schweitzer for treating them. 
We had to paddle upstream about a 
mile past the clinic, which was on the 
other side. Then we cut across the river, 
paddling like mad against the current. 
mmAs we approached the hospital, I could 
see an old man in a white outfit moving 
slowly and deliberately down the hill. 
It was Dr. Schweitzer. 
The next week was the most impres­ 
sive of my life. I ate every meal with 
Dr. Schweitzer and his staff in the com­ 
bination recreation hall-dining room. 
After each evening meal, Dr. Schweit­ 
zer and I spent an hour or more talking. 
The first night, after he talked 
about half an hour, he was very tired. 
No wonder. He’d gotten up at six 
o’clock in the morning, as he did every 
day. I told him that I feared I was tak­ 
ing too much of his time and suggested 
we continue our discussion the next 
morning.-Dr. Schweitzer said, “Nein," 
and then added, “I am very old and you 
are very young. You have lots of time 
left. I don’t.”1 
What impressed me most, and what 
influenced me so much, was the Doc­ 
tor’s total preoccupation with his work, 
his lack of interest in any luxury, his 


passion for people and his ability to 
make the most out of every moment of 
the day. His appreciation of time itself 
was fantastic. 
Most people who are in show busi­ 
ness, actors in particular, are involved 
in charities and give many hours of 
time. They do benefits, give money, 
lend their names. But because most 
charities have large national offices, 
there is often something impersonal 
about them. After watching Dr. 
Schweitzer I decided I wanted to create 
something for which I was solely re­ 
sponsible, some worthwhile project that 
depended on my energy. It was the 
Doctor’s preoccupation with youth that 
spawned the idea that eventually led to 
the Hugh O’Brian Foundation, which is 
dedicated to seeking out,. stimulating 
and rewarding the leadership potential 
in young people. 
Every year I sponsor a leadership 
seminar attended by about 70 boys and 
girls, at least one from each state, plus 
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“Dr. Schweitzer convinced me that 1 should put something back 
into the profession 'that gave' me so much.” 


to learn about space. In 1974 it was a 
leadership seminar on government, 
held in Washington, D.C. 
Dr. Schweitzer, who gave up a lucra­ 
tive practice when he went to Africa, 
and who inspired other doctors and 
nurses to do the same, also convinced 
me that I should put something back 
into the profession that gave me so 
much. That’s why I started the yearly 
acting awards at UCLA. 
These are but a couple of the more 
easily described results of my pilgrira-

There is always a different theme to 
these weeklong seminars.

After I came 
back from Africa I 'began to see that I 
could live comfortably without being 
a status symbol. Today I am satisfied 
with my 1963 convertible. I have a 
house that is comfortable, but not ex­ 
actly luxurious. I have a part-time 
housekeeper and a secretary who comes 
in when I need her. 
“Time,” Dr. Schweitzer said, “is the 
gift of life. Use it carefully.”*1 suddenly 
found more time for my aunts, who 
were getting older, for my brother and 
his family. I spent more time alone. I 
haven’t exactly become a hermit, but 
where at one time I couldn’t appreciate 
an evening without a girl—when a re­ 


lationship was meaningless unless it was 
physical—I now see a lot of girls who 
are just good friends. 
Even my attitude toward marriage 
has changed.

Schweitzer, if I had not learned how 
devoted he and his wife were to each 
other, I would probably have gotten 
married a long time ago and just as 
probably would have divorced not 
once, but maybe several times. Now I 
realize what a marriage is really meant 
to be, and I am determined not to make 
that permanent commitment unless I 
find a woman without whom I simply 
can’t live. That’s the kind of compan­ 
ionship I’m still looking for and still 
believe I will find. So if I haven’t made 
a girl happy by now, at least I haven’t 
made a girl unhappy either. I think that 
is some kind of achievement. 
Dr. Schweitzer’s religion has lety a 
mark on me, too. As a child I used to 
go to church regularly, but I enjoyed it 
mostly because of the association with 
my parents and with other kids. It was 
a social sort of thing. Since I met Dr. 
Schweitzer I have become more aware 
of the soul, of the force called God, of 
a life-giving energy. It is hard to de­ 
scribe, but religion means more to me 
now than before. 
When I stepped into the dugout 
canoe for the trip back downriver, Dr.

His last advice to me was that I should 
do whatever I could to motivate young 
people; to try to do whatever I could as 
an individual, no matter how small, be­ 
cause he firmly believed that individu­ 
als could eventually move mountains.

Your baby’s first foods should be 
plain and simple. 


When your baby nears his first month, his 
world begins to broaden. Eyes begin to 
follow light . . . tiny fists unfold . . . as he 
discovers the world around him. 
And soon it’s time for one of the most 
unique experiences of all... the introduc­ 
tion of solid foods. 
It’s important that your baby begin 
on the simple foods. Traditional starters 
are single-grain cereals... one-fruit juices 
... plain strained meats. They’ll make up 
the basic diet for your baby, not only help­ 
ing to provide adequate nourishment, but 
also helping to broaden his tastes. 
Keeping to the simple varieties at the 
beginning is important, too, in helping you 
and your doctor note any unusual reac­ 
tion to certain foods.

Remember, too, that at the begin­ 
ning, your baby will probably not be eat­ 
ing a full jar of food. So when you don’t 
expect to use it all at one feeding, transfer 
the portion to be fed to a serving dish. 
Cover and refrigerate the unused portion. 
Try not to feed your baby directly from 
the jar. 
And do relax. These are the times 
when your baby will form associations 
with food that will stay with him all his life. 
W hen m ealtim e is a 
happy sharing time, your 
baby will have a feeling of 
security and belonging.

loyd Bentsen does not believe in 
playing coy. Barely past the half- 
■i way mark of a freshman term in 
he U.S. Senate, the tall, tanned Texan 
ooks. talks and acts like a presidential 
tandidate. He even has a S365.000 
:ampaign treasury to nurse the in- 
rlination. 
“Am I testing the waters?" he tells 
hose who ask him. “Sure I am. 
Would I like to be President of the 
Jnited States? You bet!1' 
It is a dream that most Washington 
nsiders would have hooted at three and 


i half years ago when the 53-year-old 
Democrat entered the Senate with a 
reputation as an arch-conservative. But 
no one is laughing these days. The 
advance notices were 
quickly cast 
aside when Bentsen began lining up 
against Senate filibusters and even sup­ 
porting end-the-war legislation. Hard 
work, moderate political stances and a 
striking ability to get opposing camps 
together mark his style. 
Bentsen—whose wife is called B.A. 
(for Beryl A nn)—was first elected to 
the House back in 1948 at age 27. He 
was the youngest freshman in that class, 
thanks to a campaign that openly bor­ 
rowed its slogans from John F. Ken­ 
nedy’s first congressional race two years 
earlier. The energetic Texan served 
three terms as a protégé of Speaker Sam 
Rayburn (D-Texas), then went back 
home, where he made himself a Hous- 
♦ 
ton millionaire as head of a financial 
conglomerate called Lincoln Consoli­ 
dated. He decided to run for the Sen­ 
ate in 1970 because “I want to be 
remembered for something besides 
my bank balance." 


The reentry began with a bruising 
primary 
battle 
against 
the 
liberal 
Democratic incumbent, Ralph Y ar­ 
borough. Bentsen, a close associate of 
Lyndon B. Johnson and John B. Con- 
nally from earlier days, won narrowly, 
but the campaign, he confesses wryly, 
left many voters thinking of him as 
“somewhere to the right of Attila the 
Hun." 
Headed back to Washington, Bentsen 
hired a consulting firm at his own ex­ 
pense to study some of the most 
smoothly run Senate offices and help 
him organize his own. It is regarded as 
a model of efficiency. 
Bentsen woke up the Senate estab-

lishment in 1972, when he led the fight 
against a speedup of the Trident sub­ 
marine system and did his homework 
so well that he very nearly won. More 
recently, he won high marks for his 
work in getting pension-reform legisla­ 
tion through the Senate, where it had 
been bogged down for years in a juris­ 
dictional squabble between rival com­ 
mittees. Those who worked with Bent­ 
sen say his grasp of the technicalities of 
pensions was amazing. 
Liberals still regard Bentsen warily. 
He hotly opposes school busing. He 
helped fight off a "windfall profits tax” 
on oil companies. But Senate elders are 
highly impressed. “When we’re up 
against him, we know we have to 
work,” says Senate GOP leader 
Hugh Scott. "He’s a heavyweight."

Mike 
Mansfield has been speaking of 
Bentsen as presidential timber for 
months. 
Bentsen is still a very dark horse. 
A Harris poll in January indicated 
that no more than two percent of the 
nation’s Democratic voters know 
who he is. But that doesn’t bother 
Lloyd Bentsen. It’s the same percentage 
that Texans gave him in 1970 when he 
first announced his candidacy for the 
U.S. Senate. Sometimes, he says, 
it helps to have “a new face.”

When Jeff Burroughs of the Texas Rangers 
blasted 30 home runs (including three 
grand slams in ten days) in his first full 
major-league season last year, people be­ 
gan to take notice. And this year, as he 
continued his strong home-run pace and 
was batting over .300 at mid-season, it be­ 
came clear that here was a budding super- 
star. Manager Billy Martin says the 23-year- 
old Burroughs has the best chance of any 
current player to surpass the one-season 
homer record of 61, and some baseball 
buffs have expressed the opinion that he 
can eventually catch up to Henry Aaron’s 
all-time homer total. Burroughs says, how­ 
ever, that such speculation is premature. 
. . , Burroughs is also a golfer. He teamed 
up with Denver football player Bob Ander­ 
son to win the American Airlines Golf 
Classic last spring. His manager allows 
him to play golf during the regular 
baseball season provided he finishes 
before noon. (Ted Williams, former man­ 
ager of the Rangers, used to fine his 
players $1,000 if he caught them playing 
golf during the baseball season.)... 
Burroughs, who comes from Long Beach, 
Calif., was baseball’s No. 1 draft choice in 
the 1969 selections. He batted .358 during 
h is fi rst m i no r-l eag ue year in Wythev i I le, Va., 
before moving up the ladder.... Burroughs’ 
teammates felt he would have hit 40 circuit 
blows last season except for the fact that 
the Rangers’ park has strong winds blow­ 
ing in from right field, which cause long 
drives to fall into outfielders’ gloves. This 
year, the rkjht-tield fence was moved in ten 
feet Burroughs insists it wasn’t done as 
a special favor for him. “It makes things 
fairer for all power hitters,” he says. “Also, 
fans like to see more home runs hit by 
players on both sides, so it creates more 
spectator interest”—By Barry Abramson
